2. Inventions I and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process.

In this case the process can be used by a different apparatus such as one 
without a supply means such as a pump and the apparatus can be used for an entirely 
different process such as replenishing fluids in an infusion apparatus. .
